NEW YORK. —“I-want to see blood | 
before I give in”, said the socialist 
landlord, Osinoff, when asked whether 
he would concede to the demands of 
the 42 families who are carrying on 
} militant struggle for = reduction 
of rent at 665 Allerton Ave., Bronx. 


The soeialist landlord then pro- 


ceeded to evict three families —ot 


strikers. Over 1000 workers mobilized 
to stop the eviction. Tammany de- 
termined that the eviction should 
take place, mobilized over a hundred 


_ horse and foot police and about twice 


as many plain clothes men and gang- 
sters. Tammany knew that the evic- 
tion could only bé carried out by the 
utmost use of violence. 


The police threw out a cordon 
three blocks in length, through which 
no workers were allowed to pass. 
When the van arrived to carry away 
the ,workers’ furniture, the workers 
asked the men hired to do the dirty 
work for the landlords to come over 
on the side of the strikers. One 
Negro worker, upon hearing the story 
of the strike wept bitterly and re- 
fused to help remove the furniture. 
He said he himself had an eviction 
notice, and he’! rather starve than 
evict another worker. 

The police then proceeded to at- 
tack the workers who had assembled 
to stop the eviction, in a most vicious 
- manner, slugging right and left, tear- 
et the clothes off of hoth men and 


women. Masses of workers from the 
nearby houses, upon hearing of the 
police attack, rushed to the scene 
and showed their solidarity with the 
strikers by helping defend themselves 
against the police attack. Only by 
the use of utmost violence were the 
police able to accomplish a evic~- 
tion.

The imperialist powers con- 
tinued yesterday to rush war- 
ships and troops against the

Japanese warships are bomb- 
arding Nanking. An imperialist at- 
tack is predicted against Hankow, 
where the workers are threatening 
an armed uprising in support of the 
Chinese Red Army which is beleag- 
uring the city. 

The United States is rushing eight 
warships and a regiment of infantry 
from Manilla. Several U. S. war- 
ships arrived at Shanghai yesterday. 
The U. S. destroyer Stewart, enroute 
to Honkong, has been ordered to 
stop at Swatow to investigate re- 
ports of an uprising of the Chinese 


workers in that city against the Jap- 


anese. Imperialist press dispatches 
previously reported a strong Com- 
munist movement in Swatow. 

The United States battle fleet 
sailed from San Pedro, Calif., yester- 
day for the joint navy and army 
manouvers in the Pacific, but admit- 
tedly ready for any eventuality. The 
warships carried food ‘supplies for 
one year. ‘The Asiatic ffeet which 
is now on its way to Shanghai also 
carried food supplies for a year. 

The socialist MacDonald has dis- 
patched British warships and troops. 
A British warship left Hongkong 
yesterday with a battalion of infant- 
ry. Other British warships are on 
the way. 

That the movement of armed 
forces by the British and American 
imperialists is aimed at the Chinese 
masses primarily, is further shown 
by the following from a London dis- 
patch: 

“General warfare growing out of 
the Asiatic situation in which thls 
country find itself . participant 
is not yet centemplated even as 4 
remote possibilty.”

198 and by 1931 we attained a high 
point of 219. 

Machine Building Grows 

“The past yéar was characterized 
by the broad development of the ma- 
chine building industry: Immense 
success in this field secured. for us 
the utmost development of the agri- 
cultural machine building industry. 
Many important machines have al- 
ready been turned out by tens of 
thousands and we are rapidly mas- 
tering lathe building. 

“We are weak in leading forces, 


true. But here as well we moved | 


forward. In 1931 our schools grad- 
uated 21,000 engineers and techni- 

cians and institutes in 1932 will 

graduate 38,000. But this is not 
enough. ‘ 
Science Advances 

“Research institutes grow and are 
strengthened. In 1930 we had 14l, 
now 255. The number of scientific 
workers in industry has increased 
from 6,000 to 12,000. With the growth 
of industry, the proletariat . itself 
grows in numbers and its situation 
improves. During the past year the 
number of workers and employees in 
industry increased by 422,000. Un- 
employment has been completely 
abolished. Wages for eleven months 
increased 15 per cent. The housing 
fund is growing and the investments 
into housing is increasing. yearly. 

“The complaints are frequently 
heard about shortage of articles of 
general consumption. This is quite 
true. A great shortage exists. Still 
in the .production of these articles 
we move far ahead compared with 
the pre-war period. 

“In 1913, 27 million pairs of gal- 
oshes were produced. In 1931, fifty 
four million pairs were turned out. 
Comparative figures for the produc- 
tion of shoes in the same two years 
are four million and 77 million; for 
washing soap, 94,000 and 191,000 tons 
respectively. 

“What is the matter? This—be- 
fore the revolution only a small upper 
layer of the population had shoes and 
soap while millions went. barefooted 
or wore bast shoes and went un- 
washed. Demand has _ increased 
enormously. 

“Our task consists in meeting this 
demand.” 

In outlining the industrial program 
for 1932, Ordjonikidze concluded with 
the following: .

is the Shop Paper Manual, a hand- 
book for Shop Paper work.. The Agit-Prop Dept., 
L_entral Committee’ also follows a system of 
reviewing each paper appearing in any part of 
the country acording to letters received from 
various parts of the country. ‘These monthly 
individual reviews are of the greatest help to 
the various comrades in the field. The Shop 
Paper Editor, however, is our best means, as a 
central organ, for directing this work as it gath- 
ers the experiences of the various districts and 
units; compiles these experiences; draws the 
necessary conclusions on th basis of generalizing 
on individuaP experiences. This generalization 
of experiences is also essential for detailed guid- 
ance in the work. 

Shop Paper as Organizer. 

Many times have we formulated the role 
shop pares as “the organ of the Party in a pa.- 
ticular shop or factory.” Just as the Daily 
Worker speaks to the workers of the entire 
working class, so is the shop paper in a given 
factory. 

Within the last year, shop papers have al- 
ready proven to be good weapsons in the hands 
of the Party to fight for the needs of the work- 
ers in given shops and factories. In many cases, 
we can already see that through the shop papers, 
ond-work-within the shops, some struggles have 
been developed, and in isolated cases, some gains 
for the workers can also be reported. 

Chief Shortcomings. Re 

What have been the chief shortcomings in this 
field of activity? 

1. Shop papers, in the greatest majority, are

2. The appearance of shop papers is not 
papers is not regular. They come out one 
month, miss two or three months, come out 
again and again disappear for months in suc- 
cession. 

3. The political articles in the shop papers 
(on war, etc.), are divorced from the actual con- 
ditions of the workers in the given shop where 
they appear. In papers where shop conditions 
are dealth with, (in letters from workers, etc.) 
these are not linked up and connected with the 
general problems and campaigns of our Party. 
No effort is being made to utilize shop condi- 
tions and problems (even when brought forth) 
for organization and struggle. ; 

4. Shop paper work is still underestimated by 
many districts, sections and units. This work is 
too much divorced from the general activities of 
the Party. 

Let’s examine these points a little more closely. 

No Organization Work; Not Concrete. 

There are papers that exist a year or more. 
Still in these factories not a single struggle took 
place; not a trace of organization is to be found 
—a grievance committee, or any other form of 
shop organization. 

What are the reasons for all this? 

We will give a few extracts from reviews sent 
to the various pepers that will best give the 
answer:

Kautsky had, and apparently Comrade Gold 
also forgot, in the debate with Broun... “one 
little thing.” Said Benin “The protection of the 
minorities is exteri by the ruling party in a 
bourgeois democracy only to the other bourgeois 
parties, while on the serious fundamental issues, 
the working class gets, instead of the ‘protection 
of the minorities’ martial law and oms. 
The more developed democracy is, the ne‘rer at 
hand is the danger of a pogrom or civil war in 
connection with any profound divergence which 
threatens the existence of the bourgeoisie. This 
‘law’ of bourgeois democracy the learned Mr. 
Kautsky could have studied in connection with 
the Dreyfuss affair in the Republic of France, 
with the lynching of Negroes and international- 
ists in the democratic republic of America, with 
the conflicts between Ireland and Ulster in dem- 
ocratic England, with the hunting down of the 
Bolsheviks and the organization of pogroms 
against them in July, 1917, in the democratic 
republic of Russia. I have purposely chosen 
these examples from among the incidents not 
only of war, but also of pre-war times.” 

To this we may add the present wave of lynch 
and murder terror directed against the Negro

Are 
you formulating any demands on the basis of 
this excellent material that the worker gives 
in his letter? How do you expect the workers 
to fight when you don’t formulate any demands 
whatsoever upon the basis of which shop strug- 
gles could be deveoped?” Hundreds more of such 
quotations could be taken from the reviews, 
sent to the various papers. All these would bear 
oul our statement made above; most of our pap- 
ers talk generally of fight, of organization, etc., 
but very little concretely of what to do with the 
view of developing shop struggle and shop or- 
ganization.
